Continue on large -Scale 


SITUATION IS STILL GRAVE 


Hundreds of Persons Reported With- 


out 
Food or Shelter—Some 
Dis- 


trlcta'ln Hands of Military to Pre 


- vent 
Pillaging—Soldiers 
Shooting 


- Down Thieves at Sight In Suburbs 


of .French Capital 


Paris, Jan. 31.—While the most 


Imminent peril IB over, the fall of the 
Seine has only measured 16% Inches. 
At • this';rate It would require a fort- 
night for the river to reach its normal 
level. 


Fortunately, tidings from the flood- 


ed sections above'Paris give hope ot 
a more rapid subsidence after today. 


;In the meantime the situation in 


Paris and In.many place throughout 
the country shows little improvement. 
Indeed, the ravages of the flood with- 
in the city seem actually to increase. 
The water is higher in some .of the 
streets, while the situation at the In- 
undated towns between Paris and St. 
Germain is distinctly graver. 


A stream of water twelve feet deep 


rushed through .Gennevllllers and Co- 
lombes, making the-1 work of rescue 
and succor more difficult than ever. 
Several houses collapsed and many 
persons were taken oft the roofs of 
their houses where they 
had 
been 


clinging for days. 


Hundreds are reported without food 


or shelter, and an army of troops and 
civilians worked relentlessly In the 
flooded territory, bringing succor to 
the distressed and distributing-provi- 
sions by boats to the thousands of vic- 
tims surrounded by water who refused 
to quit their homes. 


Within the city .itself great throngs 


of sightseers besiege the cordons of 
troops which fringe the flooded dis- 
tricts, or climb to points of vantage 
from which they can survey the wide 
vistas of water stretching off In every 
direction. 


On account of the danger of cave-ins 


from the pressure of the turbulent 
waters -beneath, hundreds of points 
are,rigorously guarded. 


'Although there Is no Intention on 


the part of Ule government to declare 
martial law, the completely submerge! 
districts,. such as Javel, are 1n the 
hands of the military,"to prevent pil- 
laging. 
The soldiers have orders to 


Slve short shrift to criminals caught 
in the act of looting. ' 


Thus far there have been no such 


cases within the city, but the danger 
's great, as the French usually keep 
their money and valuables In their 
homes. 


Outside of Paris, however, many 


deplorable Instances of looting have 
•j'e'en 
reported. 
A regular band of 


thieves have been at work in the vi- 
cinity of Charenton, but the soldiers 
have been shooting them at sight. 


The Zouaves killed two of the pillag- 


ers nt Ivry and two at Eric. 
These 


robbers have now transferred their 
operations to the devastated regions 
jelow Paris, many attempts to pillage 
the deserted Villas and homes being re- 
ported. 


Besides the aid distributed directly 


by the government and the municl- 
mlity, more than $250,000 from the 
'und raised by the newspapers has 
>een handed over to the various re- 
ief societies and the local authorities 
of the various towns and villages near 
Paris. 


The press refers gratefully to the 


spontaneous help coming from abroad, 
and makes particular mention of the 
evidences of sympathy In the Unit- 
ed States.

USUAL THRONG IS MISSING 


Competition Between Dealers Sharper 


Than It Has Been For Long Time 


Before—Small 
Sidewalk 
Dealers 


Slash Prices In All Directions—Even 


Sellers of Vegetables Feel Effects of 


General Depression 


Boston, Jan. 31.—To whatever It 


was due, there was a very noticeable 
falling off in the volume of business 
of meat and .provision dealers In and 
ibout the big markets In Boston Sat- 
urday evening. 


Members of the 
No Meat clubs 


claimed that the boycott was on in 
dead earnest and that this explained 
the depression In business. 
Market- 


men said bad weather was responsible 
for the falling off In their business. 


Between 8 and 9 o'clock, the litter 


the closing hour of the big markets, 
one could almost acquire the lone- 
some feeling while walking through 
the two big markets, and the lack of 
the usual throng of Saturday night 
shoppers in the streets of the market 
district was very noticeable. 
There 


was none of the crowding and squeez- 
ing there, as Is usually the case. 


The few patrons who were abroad, 


however, might -well have imagined 
they were In Salem street in the old 
days of the "pullers-ln." 
In those 


days they almost tore the clothes from 
the back of a man who dared pass 
through the'street in their anxiety to 
get him into their shops and to sell 
him something. 


This was due to the' fact that sales- 


men in- even the two big markets were 
unusually ambitious to make sales, 
and anyone who faltered or seemed 
Interested in a piece of 
meat 
wan 


"barked at" and In some instances 
dragged Into stalls - by the anxious 
butchers, who showed them cffolce 
cuts of beef at prices which in sonic 
isolated instances were alluring: Com- 
petition was admittedly sharper in the 
two big markets and/ for that matter, 
In the streets, than-it has been in a 
long time before. 


As a matter of fact there was no 


appreciable .cut In prices of choice 
meats, but there was plenty of cheap 
cuts of beef of all kinds at lower fig- 
ures. But such cuts were dear at al- 
most any price, for they were the 
pieces of beef which, if not sold Sat- 
urday night and cooked and eaten at 
once, would In the course of events 
be consigned to the brine : barrels or 
the waste boxes. 


A vegetable dealer said he could 


surely appreciate the falling off In 
business.all along the line. He said: 
"Of course we are looking after our 
own interests here. We are not sell- 
ing beef and tue boycqtt Is not against 
us, but we, nevertheless, are feeling 
the depression in the usual Saturday 
night business." 


Pedestrians found walking in the
